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NEW Die Beas dale REJECTED 


The Board of Appeals, in a 
decision last Monday has re- 
jected the appeal of the New 
England Gas Products Company, 
of Charlestown for the right 
to erect an acetylene manufact 
uring plant on land it ows 
in Wilmington. 

In its decision the Board 
stated that ‘It is the feeling 
of this Board that the type of 
plant proposed would result in 
greater hazard or nuisance by 
reason of explosion and/or 
fire than those uses permitted 
on appeal under Section III-4B 
of the new zoning laws’. 

The Board further stated that 
‘New England Gas Products has 
failed to produce satisfactory 
evidence that at the proposed 
site the plant would be no 
more hazardous than those uses 
permitted on appeal under this 
Section’ 

The vote was unanimous. 

Points brought out by the 
Board in its discusion of the 
case included: 

1, Although the original ap- 
plication was acted upon fav- 
orably in 1952, no building 
permit for the erection of 
this plant was ever applied 
for or issued. 

2, The plant as now proposed 
is to consist of one building 
only which is to be a struct- 
ure for the manufacture of a- 
cetylene, the rest of the o- 
riginal five buildings to be 
erected at a later date. 

3. The acetylene plant is pro 
posed to be built at a dis- 


tance of approximately 500) 


feet from the nearest boundary 
line, as opposed to approxi- 


mately 1,000 feet in the orig- 
inal plan of 1952, 
4. 


Avco Manufacturing Company 
now in the process of being 
built, will be at a distance 
of approximately 700 or 800 
feet from the acetylene plant. 
5. The Zoning law was com- 
pletely changed hy the vote of 
the Town on November 28, 1956 
and approved by the Attorney 
General onDecember 13, 1956. 

The New England Gas Products 
originally came to Wilmington 
in 1952, as a result of an in- 
vitation by the then Town Man- 
ager and Board of Selectmen, 
and was sold 36 acres of re-

VACCINE AVAILABLE SAYS 
BOARD OF HEALTH 
Vaccine for inoculation a- 
gainst polio will be available 
for the first and second doses 
for children under the age of 
20, and for expectant mothers,’ 
Health Agent Patrick A. Thi- 

beau has announced. 

Thibeau was advised of the a- 
vailability of the vaccine on 
Monday. 

Parents of children who wish 
to have them inoculated should 
fill out the consent card im- 
mediately, if they have not 
already done so, Thibeau ad- 
vises. 

Expectant mothers will have 
to get @ certificate from 
their physicians, saying that 
they are eligible for the vac- 
cine, 

The vaccine will be only for 
first and second inoculations, 
The first clinjc will be held 
during the first week in May, 
and parents will be notified 
by postcard mailed by the 
Board of Health. The second 
clinic will be one month after 
the first one. 

No information has been re- 
ceived by the Wilmington Board 
of yealth as to the time when 
vaccine will be available for 
‘booster’ shots, but the Board 
believes that such vaccine 
will be available before the 
onset of the polio season.

OUR T.M. 

As the result of all the "to-do' about grav— 
el pits and gravel trucks in Wilmington in the 
last month we now have a little joke about our 
Town Manager — He is the man to whom the Assoc- 
jiated Gravel Operators of America would like 
most to give a Medal. 

The medal, we suspect, 
not gold. 

Another group that isn't very happy about 
our TM is the auto dealers, both in Wilmington 
and in other towns as well. 

TM Courtney produced. some specifications for 
the new Police Cruisers that had auto salesmen 
wondering why they were ever born. 

The TM asked for a $500 deposit, certified 
check, and a one year guarantee against mater- 
ial defects. 

The average car that is sold today (new) has 
a three months guarantee, or 4000 miles, which 
ever comes first. 

The TM got only one bid, as the result of 
the "teeth' in the specifications. Even the 
firm in Revere, (Crescent Motors) which always 
bids on police cruisers in any town in eastern 
Mass did not bid on this one. 

Now the TM will have to call for bids again, 
and this time it is probably going to be a lit- 
tle tougher for him. It even looks as though he 
may have to go to the Finance Committee and ask 
for a little more money. 

DEPENDENCY PAY 

We realize that the phrase "Dependency Pay' 
is oversimplification of the problem that is 
facing our town, and our school department. 

We use the term just because of its simpli- 
city, and in that we are somewhat misleading. 

But the school teachers have now decided to 
contribute $5 apiece, and to petition the At- 
torney General in what is called a "Ten Citizen 
Suit' to take the town to task for not voting 
the money that was asked of it, for public 
schools, in the annual Town Meeting. 

Actually there will be well'over ten citi- 
zens who will sign the petition, and they won't 
all be teachers. The petition will concern the 
money ($6,000) that was not voted for salaries, 
and will probably also be concerned about the 
money that was not voted for Capital Outlays. 

The Dependency Pay, which is part of the 
$6,000 amounts to, we believe $3950. 

Some of our "hot under the collar' citizens 
may be surprised to learn that there are people 
on the school board who do not like the "De- 
pendency Pay' clause tm. 

The School Board adopted the idea as the 
least expensive method. Our teachers have a 
base salary of $3300, one of the lowest in the 
state, we believe. North Reading, next door, 
has more of an average pay, $3600. If we were 
to have a salary schedule like North Reading or 
some of the other towns the cost to the Town 
would be many more thousands than the so-called 
"Dependency Pay’. It is, admittedly, a cheap 
way of getting out of a problem. 

Probably some of our "hot under the collar' 
| people understand this? Most certainly our 
| teachers do. 

The teachers, incidently, will have half of 
their expenses in court paid by the Massachus- 
etts Teachers Federation. We would not be sur 
prised to see Dr. O'Keefe being the attorney 
for the teachers - he is their legal represen-

The Woburn, 
Reading, Wilmington section is 
now scheduled.to be advertised 


May 16, which would mean that 
work might be started most any 
time after August 15. That 
section starting from near the 
Reading line going north into 
Wilmington is getting into 
shape and it is expected now 
to advertise in the Fall. This 
sectim would include Concord 
St Wilmington at which point 
the new road will bridge Con- 
cord St with two ramps leading 
to the lower level both on the 
south side of Concord St. The 
State will improve Concord St 
to the North Reading line and 
from the bridge to Wobum St 
in the opposite direction. 
This will give North Reading 
much shorter access to Route 
28 over Park St West, than 
the original plan of making 
them use Route 62. Grove St 
Reading will be closed off at 
Route 28. This column would 
like to throw a boumet in the 
direction of Speaker Skerry 
for the businesslike way in 
which he has conducted the 
House this year. He has made 
it a practice for the entire 
year to visit the various Pub- 
lic Hearings checking the pro- 
gress of the Committee with 
the result several Committees 
have completed their Public 
Hearings with about five more 
expected this week. 

Two Bills which had created 
some interest by the inquiries 
to this column were the Bill 
to abolish the personal pro- 
perty tax. This Bill which a- 
mounted to some $73,000 to 
Reading in 1956 was killed the 
latter part of January. Most 
of this mmey comes from busi- 
ness concerns like the Edison 
Company, $900; New England Tel 
and Tel, close to $20,000; 
Mystic Valley Gas Company, 
$30,000. An attempt is made 
each year to abolish this tax 
but from the Towns that have 
adopted this tax comes strong 
opposition. The other Bill is 
the one to give a 2% discount 
for the prompt payment of in- 
come taxes. This Bill was giv- 
en the heave-ho this past week.

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EXPANDING ACTIVITIES OF 
STATION 

WGBH-TV (Channel 2) is seek- 
ing to expand its program, as 
an educational aid in Massach- 
usetts, Parker Wheatley, Gen- 
eral Manager of the station 
told the Wilmington Parent-Tea 
chers Association Tuesday. 

The station was started in 
1955, and now operates five 
hours daily, with educational 
programs. It is operated by 
the Lowell Institute Coopera- 
tive Broadcasting Council, a 
group which comprises the maj- 
or educational institutions 
in the Boston Area, 
Wheatley was interested in 
the reactions of Wilmington 
residents to the station - whe 
ther or not they watched Chan- 
nel Two, what they thought of 
its programs, etc, 

He told the PTA members that 
the Council is considering 
making their stations avail- 
able to the schools of Mass- 
achusetts, and operating on a 
schedule which would conform 
to norma] school hours. 

Such a program would have to 
get the cooperation of the 
school] authorities, on a state 
wide basis, Wheatley said, 
Such a schedule would allow 
the station to use its other 
hours for @ general program 
intended for public c msump- 
tion, instead of having school 
subjects at times when adults 
would be interested in watch- 
ing the station, Mr. Wheatley 
pointed out.
